Speculation in Cotton Futures 
by W. R. Bruce, Cashier of 
the Mills and the Banking 
Company, Said to Have 
Caused Heavy Losses. 


Toccoa, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)— 
Speculation in cotton futures and the 
high price of the staple, connected with 
the low price of cotton goods, it is 
said, caused the failure of the Toccoa 
Cotton Mills, capitalized at $100,000 and 
the disorganization of the Toccoa 
Banking.Company, with a capital stock 
of $60,000. 

W. R. Bruce, cashier of the Toccoa 
Banking Company, who has held that 
position ever since the organization of 
the institution, was algo a heavy 
Stockholder in the Toccoa Cotton Mills. 


‘For matiy years he has had charge 


of the buying of cotton for the mills, 
and last fall, it is said, bought heav- 
ily. 

Heavy Loans to Mills. 

To supply the funds for the. pur- 
chase of material for the mills, the 
Toccoa Banking Company made heavy 
loans to the mills, many of the stock- 
holders of which are also largely in- 
terested in the bank. 

Through the winter, it is said, Bruce, 
the cashier, speculated heavily for the 
millg in cotton futures, selling short. 
As the price of cotton rose, his specu- 
lations proved a heavy loss, amounting 
to over $100,000. In consequence, the 
mill was forced to borfow heavily from 


“the bank.

Immediately upon the failure Bruce 
turned over his entire lot of stock in 
the Toccoa cotton mills, $78,000 worth, 
and $20,000 worth of stock in the Toc- 
coa Banking Company to the stock- 
holders of the mills. This will not 
cover the loss, however. 

The First National bank, of Toccoa, 
D. J. Simpson, president, and E. P. 
Simpson, cashier, increased its capital 
stock from $30,000 to $75,000 immedi- 
ately after the failure, and took over 
all assets of the Toccoa Banking Com- 
pany, and also bought the building of 
the company. The stockholders in the 
disorganized bank will be prominent 
in the affairs of the National bank.

Agua Prieta, via Douglas, Ariz., 
April 17.—At 10:80 o'clock tonight the 
battle between the Mexican federals 
and insurrectos, which began at 6:30 
o'clock this morning, was still in 
progress and the fighting had been 
carried to the boundaries of Agua 
Prieta by the federals. 

The federals, by a desperate night 
attack, regained the ground lost dur- 
ing the gay and indications were that 
daylight would find the opposing 
armies engaged in hand-to-hand con- 
flicts.

PUTS IT UP 


TAFT 1S LOATH 


TO SEND TROOPS 
ACROSS BORDER 


Refising Appeal for Aid From 
Arizona Governor, President 
Defines His Position, 


TAFT FEARS HIS MOTIVES

Washington, April 17.—President 
Taft tonight replied to a message from 
Governor Richard E. Sloan, of Arizona, 
asking protection for citizens of 
Douglas from the fire of the federals 
and insurrectos, that he was loath to 
endanger Americans in Mexico by tak- 
ing so radical a step as sending Amer- 
ican tr6ops across the border to pre- 
vent further fighting. 

The president in his telegram to the 
governor Stated..that.the situation 
might justify him in ordering troops 
to cross the border and attempt to stop 
the fighting or to fire’ upon both con-

The battle, however, was not finally 
decisive. It lasted from 6:30 a. m. until 
sundown. At nightfall two federal 
machine guns were in the possession 
of the rebels and the federals had sus- 
tained a loss estimated by the rebels 
as at least 200 killed and. wounded. The 
rebels gave their own loss at 20. 

Bullets Rained on Douglas. 

From the beginning of the battle, 
regardless of the warning given by 
the United States government to the 
leaders of both forces, a rain of bullets 
poured into the American town of 
Douglas, and when the day was over, 
it was found that seven non-combat- 
ant residents of that city were wounded. 
It was a day almost of terror in 
Douglas. 

Dawn revealed the federal forces 
formed in fan-shaped battle line in. the 
level country about a mile distant from 
Agua Prieta, with their machine guns 
in the center. They gave notice to the 
enemy of their approach with a hafl 
of bullets from machine guns, support- 
ed by rifle fire, their evident intention 
being to gain the international line 
with its adobe guard houses, and from 
this vantage ground turn their fire on 
the rebels. The insurrectos directed 
their fire at the crews of the machine 
guns.. But the fire of the federals was 
so fierce that it forced the rebels back 
to their second line of entrenchments. 
The federals advanced slowly. As they 
came nearer,the fire of the rebels be- 
came more effective. 

Rebels Get Into the Open. 

Leaving the protection of their 
breastworks the rebels moved out into 
the open, continuing to concentrate 
their fire on the federal machine guns. 
The federals, iinding the rebel defense 
too strong, after three hours’ fighting, 
gave up the attempt to carry the 


trenches, and began to retire. 
Presently the machine guns -were 
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GUY 8S. OSBORN has is- 
sued a little booklet entitled 
“WHY NEWSPA- 
PERS?’’.. The introduction 
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nstrued and misrepresented 
pt Mexicans against many thou- 
sands of Americans now in Mexico and 
jeopardizing their lives and property. 

In view of the conditions, therefore, 
the president felt that he could not or- 
der the troops at Douglas to cross the 
border, but he again emphasized the 
advisability of the people of Douglas 
avofding exposing themselves to flying 
bullets. 

The message to the president was 
dated Douglas, 10:21 o’clock tonight. In 
his message to the president, Governor 
Sloan declared that the situation point- 
ed to a repetition of today’s casualties 
on tomorrow; that in his judgment rad- 
ical measures are necessary to protect 
innocent Americans, and added that if 
anything can be done to stop the fight- 
ing at Agua Prieta the situation calls 
for such action. “It is impossible to 
safeguard the people of Douglas un- 
less the town can be vacated,” Gov- 
ernor Sloan said. 

The President’s Reply. 

The reply of the president, promptly 
transmitted, read: 

“To Governor Sloan, Douglas, Ariz.: 

“Your dispatch received. Have 
made urgent demands upon Mexican 
government to issue instructions to 
prevent firing across border by Mexi- 
car federal troops and am awaiting 
reply. Meantime I have sent direct 
warning to the Mexican and insurgent 
forces near Douglas. 

“Tl infer from your dispatch that 
both parties attempt to heed the 
warning, but that in the straines 
situation and exigencies of the contest 
wild bullets still find their way into 
Douglas., The situation might justify 
me in ordering-our troops to cross the 
border and attempt. to step the fight- 
ing or to firé upon both combatants 
from the American side. But if I 
take this step I must face the pos- 
sibility. of resistance and greater 
bloodshed, and also the danger of hav- 
ing our motives misconstrued and om 
represented and of thus 
Mexican popular indignation: against 
many thousands of #Americans now in 
Mexico ang jeopardizing their lives 
and property. 

The Pressure for Inatervention. 


“The pressure for. general interven- 
tion under such conditions it might 
not be practicable to resist. It is im- 
possible to foresee the consequences of 
such a eourse and we must use the 
greatest self-restraint to avoid it. 

“Pending my urgent representations 
to the Mexican government, I cannot, 
therefore, order the troops at Douglas 
to cross the border, but I must ask you 
and the local authorities, in-case the 
same danger seems to threaten, to di- 
rect the people of Douglas to place 
themselves where bullets cannot reach 
them and thus avoid casualty. I am 
loath to endanger Americans in Mex- 
ico where they are necessarily exposed 
by. taking a radical step to prevent 
injury to Americans on our side of the 
border who can avold it by a tem- 
pora scene! $76

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TO CONGRESS 


President Feels He Has. Gone 
to Limit of Executive's Power 
in Dealing With Situation 


F INTERVENTION COME 
CONGRESS MUST ORDER 


Taft Played His Last Card Mon- 
day When He Wired Diaz 
That American Lives Must 
Not Be Endangered by. Bor- 
der Fighting --- The President 
Plainly Worried by Situation. 


Washington, April 17.—President 
Taft felt tonight that he has done 
personally aH that can be done by a 
chief executive to control the situa- 
tion along the Mexican border. He 
and his advisers believe that now 
congress must say whether the situa- 
tion is grave enough to warrant in- 
tervention and its consequences, 

Tatt Has Played Last Card, 

Through the state department the 
administration played what might be 
regarded as its last card today. It re- 
iterated in no uncertain fashion the 
representationg made to Mexico a few 
days ago, that affairs like that at 
Dovrglas and Agua Prieta last week 


must not be repeated. 

Instead of awaiting the customary 
period for a formal reply from Mexico, 
the department asked for immediate 
assurances that there be no more 
fighting that endangered Americang in 
the border towns. Information was 
requested also as to what measures the 
authorities had taken to prevent fu- 
ture combats of this kind. 

A few hours after the. depaftment 
announced that it had- issued this sec- 
ond demand,. the dispatches from 
Douglas began to come into the war 
department, showing that the second 
battle of Agua Prieta had begun. To- 
night no reply had- been received from 
tie Mexican authorities. ; 

Taft Is Plainly Worried. 

The president is plainfy worried. 
He talkéd but little, the white house 
folks said, about. Mexico today, but the 
bulleting that came through the war 
department and through the _ press 
were taken to him wherever he hap- 
pened to be and read with interest. He 
did fot conceal the fact that he was 
intensely interested in the news from 


Agua Urieta. 
The president had two important 


conferences. He talked with Secretary 
Knox in the afternoon and tonight he 
had a. conference with Ambassador 
Bryce of Great Britain. It is practical- 
ly certain that Mexico figured in the 
conversation. It is believed the am- 
bassador explained to Mr. Taft the 
ianding of the British marines at San 
Quintin, Mexico, last week. He was 
Mb>Te to tell the president that the 
landing was only aiter Americans, and 
it was explained that Americans came 
first, and British subjects asked- for 
protection that the British vessel of 
war put the marines ashore. 

In connection with Mr. Bryce’s visit 
a suggestion that there might be joint 
intervention in Mexico by the United 
States and England was discredited. It 
was pointed out that any such joint 
intervention would be construed as an 
acknowledgment by the United States 
that this nation. ig unable to handle 
the situation and that it would be 
almost an abandonment of the Monroe 
doctrine. 

Taft Puts It Up te Congress. 

President Taft has told callers he 
does not contemplate sending 3 special 
message to congress relating to ihe 
condition of affairs in Mexico. He has 
shown to leaders of both the senate 
and the house the confidential corre- 
spondence dealing with Mexico. He 
feels that few, if any, of those who 
nave been taken into his confidence 
have failed to agree with him that the 
movement of troops to Texas was jus- 
tified. He thinks that since the lead- 
ers in congress have practically al:

The Charges of Coercion and 
Intimidation of Postal Clerks, 
Also Named---The Resolution 
Also Recites Demoralization 
That Has Followed un-Amer- 
ican Methods of Hitchcock.

Washington, April 17.—(Spectal. j—nd} 
Representative William Schley Howe! 
ard, of the fifth Georgia district, intro! 
duced a resolution in the house todas! 
providing for a full and complete ins. 
vestigation of the postoffice depart-| 
ment by the house committee on post-! 
offices and post roads. 

The resolution was presented follows; 
ing a meeting this morning of hal 
house committee on expenditures in 
the postoffice department, of which Mr. 
Ashbrook, of Ohio, is chairman, at 
which it was decided that under the 
rules of the house that committee was 
restricted to a mere examination into 
the question of expenditures. 

* Fuller Investigation Wanted. 

Of course, under this authority the 
employment of postal inspectors and| 
their remarkable activity of late could’ 
be inquired into. Mr. Howard desired! 
a fuller investigation, however, and on! 
ascertaining from Chairman Moon, of| 


the committee on postoffices and post- 


roads, that his committee would make 
no investigation without special in-) 
structions from the house, Mr. Howard’ 
presented his sweeping resolution. 

This was referred to the committes’ 
fon rules, and will be. considered te, 
morrow morning. A favorable report; 
is expected and the resolution will then’ 
go before the house for action. 

Howard Talks of Resolution. 
_In speaking of his purpose in de- 
manding an inquiry by the postoffice. 
committee, the author 
tion sald: ‘ ; 

“There are things about the post- 
otfice department that ought to be 
looked into. Complaints of the treat-' 
ment of railway. postal clerks and the 
arbitrary action of the department in: 
refusing permission to these boys to’ 
organize and join the American Fed-| 
eration of Labor is so remarkable and’ 
contrary to the present trend of| 
thought, that it ought to be investi-: 
gated. | 

“The demoralization of the railway 
mail service in my section of the coun-| 
try is distressing. The poor boys are so 
handicapped and overworked under) 
the ‘economy’ program of Mr. Hitch-. 
cock that they are not able always to’ 
do the work under the peculiar condi- 
tions of surveillance now practiced | 
and the time limit imposed. 

“There are in my district hundreds 

families in the rural districts who 
are not receiving their mail by means 
of the rural free delivery, and I un- 
derstand from other members of con- 
gress that the service is not being 
extended as it should in their districts. 
Yet the department has $1,000,000 
gwiven by congress for this purpose

The attorneys contended that Strip- 
ling was justified in shooting Cornett 
because of insulting advances which 
he had made to Stripling'’s wife and 
sister and because of threats to take 
Stripling’s life. They argued, then, 
that if he was justified, the time, the 
place and the manner of taking his 
life was of secondary importance, and 
that the only criticism that can be 
made of him is the fact that he shot 
Cornett at night and through the win- 
dow of his home. 


Act Was Agsassination. 

The attorneys for the opposition ar- 
gued that Stripling’s act in shooting 
Cornett was a cold-blooded assassina- 
tion; that even if he had made ad- 
vances to Stripling‘’s wife and sister, 
the law did not warrant him in shoot- 
ing him down at night.

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Editor Constitution: The rural car- 
riers of Georgia have for the past few 
years grown apathetic in their frater- 
nal organization. Those who have 
taken a leading part in days gone by 
have allowed themselves to so follow 
the “noiseless tenor of their ways” as 
to all but sink into obscurity. 

It is not that they cease to love their 
fellow carriers or to have grown 
weary of attending meetings, or have 
ceased to believe in the benefits of a 
Strong organization, but it is no doubt 
an effort, a sacrifice, a denial of some 
necessity or other enjoyment, that has 
silenced their efforts. 

The average rural carrier thinks of 
his meeting merely as a gathering of 
fellow-workers for @ social good time; 
this has been one of the “hidden rocks 
that has caused our ship to become 
waterlogged. While it is all right to 
have some social part in our meetings 
this should pot be the drawing 
card. We should have some definite 
purpose in calling a meeting and set 


, aside the majority of our time to at- 


tend to this business. 

The leaders should so map out their 
program as to give each member a 
chance to be heard on important sub- 
jects. Then when all business is dis- 
pensed with and nothing further to 
occupy the time it is all right to have 
a banquet, if the local carriers desire 
to give one. But it should be im- 
pressed upon every carrier who attends 
the district or state meeting that they 
gO for business and not pleasure. The 
banquets, if any, should be given at 
night ang those who can’t stay over 
and take it all in will just have to 
miss it. 

Meet for Business. 

Our organization can accomplish a 
great amount of good to the member- 
ship if we will meet for business; by so 
doing we can soon be able to figure 
that the money we spend and the time 
lost from our jobs is the best invest- 
ment we can make. We must have an 
organization so conducted that our an- 
nual meetings will be just as import- 
ant as the annual meetings of stock- 
holders in various corporations. We 
must make it a business to attend and 
attend to business when we meet. 
Now, boys, why can’t we all arouse 
from our slumbers and hold an en- 
thusiastic district meeting in each one 
of the eleven districts in Georgia? It 
doesn’t make any difference if you 
don't have a ’cue or a banquet; it is 
better to cut it out anyway, because 
we can get all the banquets and bar- 
becues we want at home.

Work one pound of best butter untii 
creamy, add gradually one pound of 
brown sugar and continue beating un- 
til mixture igs creamy.

Seed and cut iz 
pieces two pounds of raisins, add one 
pound of currants, stemmed and rolled 
in just as little flour as possible to scp- 
arate them. Thinly slice and cut in 
pieces three-fourths of a pound of cit- 
ron. Mix fruit with reserved flour and 
add to cake mixture with one cupful 
of best brandy and whites of twelve 
eggs beaten until stiff. Just befere 
putting into pans add one teaspoonful 
of soda dissolved in one tablespoonful 
ef hot water. Bake in deep cake-paus.

' A&A lemon was handed the city hall 
employees by council yesterday after- 
noon when it called for the enforce- 
ment of an ordinance which has not 
been observed for several years. 

The ordinance committee in making 
a report on an ordindnee which was 
intended to change the hours for clos- 
ing the city hall on Saturdays stated 
that the present law if enforced was 
good enough, and council voted to 
have the present law enforced from 
now on. 

The law is that the city hall must 
be kept open every day in the week 
from 8 a. m. until 6 p. m., except on 
from May 1 to September 
1, when the closing hour shall be 2

but from now on they will have to 
work every Saturday until 5 o'clock,

CLEVELAND PLAYERS STRIKE _ 
TO ATTEND JOSS’ FUNERAL! 


Detroit, Mich., April 17.-—That the 
game scheduled to be played here to- 
day by the Detroit and Cleveland 
teams of the American League was 
called off because of a ‘“‘mutiny” or 
“strike’’ of the Cleveland players, is 
stated in news articles in both The 
Detroit News and Jeurnal today. All 
the Cleveland players left this morn- 
ing for Toledo te attend the funeral] 
of Addie Joss. 

Yesterday, it is said, the Cleveland 
Players adopted an ultimatum declar- 
ing they would not play ball today. 
Secretary Barnard, of the Clevelands, 
had called a meeting to select four or 
five players to go te the funeral. The 
players, however, held a meeting of 
tieir own and adopted a resolution 
that they would not play today, as 
they all wanted to attena the funeral. 

Their ultimatum was forwarded: to 
President Ban Johnson, of the Ameri- 
can League, and he called the game 
off. 

One of the Clevelands declared to- 
day that if the players had been penal- 
ized for refusing to work today every 
man would have remained away from 


the ball field until the fines were re- 
mitted. 

Toledo, Ohio, April 17.—One of the 
greatest assenvblages of Free Masons 
and baseball players that ever paid 
tribute to a departed brother assem- 
bled at the funeral of Adrian C.. (“Ad- 
die’) Joss, in the Masonic temple here 
this afternoon, The funeral was 
preached by Rev. W. A. (Billy) Sunday. 

Hundreds of floral tributes had been 
received from all parts of the coun- 
try from bell. players and ‘business 
men for the funeral of. Addie Joss, the 
pitcher of the Cleveland Americans, 
which was held today at the  Ma- 
sonic temple here. , 

Chicago, April 17.—President B. B. 
Jofinson, of the American League, 
called off the game scheduled for to- 
day between the Detroit and Cleveland 
teams to allow tlie players‘on the lat- 
ter to attend the funeral of Addie 
Joss in Toledo, according to his an- 
nouncement sent out today. 

A report that the Cleveland team 
had gone on a strike to attend the 
funeral was denied by President John- 
son.
